INSTRUCTIONS   CONCERNING   MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Steam  or  Vapor  Hindering  Inspection. 

During  the  past  winter  the  bureau  received  an  unusual  number  of  reports  and 
complaints  from  its  inspectors  that  efficient  performance  of  the  inspection  and  the 
cleanly  handling  of  products  was  made  difficult  on  account  of  steam  or  vapor  in  the 
atmosphere  of  many  of  the  operating  rooms  in  official  establishments.  The  attention 
of  various  establishments  in  which  this  condition  occurred  was  especially  called  to 
the  requirement  in  section  3,  regulation  10,  B.  A.  I.  Order  150,  which  reads  as  follows: 

The  rooms  in  which  inspection  is  carried  on  shall,  by  heating  or  other  means,  be 
kept  reasonably  free  from  steam  and  other  vapors,  in  order  that  proper  inspection  can 
be  made. 

In  various  establishments,  where  the  effort  was  made,  the  condition  complained  of 
was  fully  corrected,  while  in  others  it  was  materially  mitigated. 

The  proprietors  and  managers  of  all  official  establishments  will  take  notice  that  the 
bureau  insists  upon  a  satisfactory  compliance  with  the  regulation  above  cited,  and 
this  notice  is  published  at  this  time  to  give  them  full  opportunity  to  devise  and 
install  heating  plants  or  other  means  for  meeting  it  before  the  advent  of  another  cold 
season. 

Forms  Accompanying  Laboratory  Samples. 

In  filling  out  Form  Be.  1  the  collector  of  laboratory  samples  should  in  the  case  of 
an  establishment  operating  under  a  certificate  of  exemption  give  the  name  of  the 
proprietor  as  well  as  the  number  of  the  establishment. 


CITY   MEAT  INSPECTORS   WANTED   AT   NORTH  YAKIMA,  WASH. 

An  ordinance  recently  passed  by  the  city  commission  of  North  Yakima,  Wash., 
provides  for  a  municipal  meat-inspection  system,  with  a  "city  meat  inspector"  at 
a  salary  of  $150  a  month  and  an  assistant  at  $100  a  month.     The  inspector  is  required

to  be  a  qualified  veterinarian  who  has  had  not  less  than  two  years'  experience  in  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  and  the  requirements  for  the  assistant  are  practically 
the  same  as  for  inspectors'  assistants  in  the  bureau  service.  The  bureau  is  informed 
that  the  commissioners  wish  to  engage  the  services  of  suitable  persons  for  these  posi- 
tions. Applications  should  be  addressed  to  Dr.  Thomas  Tetreau,  health  officer, 
North  Yakima,  Wash. 


SPECIMENS   OF   PARASITES. 

In  sending  to  Washington  specimens  of  parasites  for  diagnosis  inspectors  are 
requested  to  address  packages  to  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  Zoological  Division, 
Washington,  D.  C.  Until  special  forms  are  supplied  the  form  "Specimen  Record 
for  Inspectors"  may  be  used  in  transmitting  specimens  of  parasites  by  erasing  the 
word  "Pathology"  and  substituting  "Zoology"  therefor. 


AMENDMENT   TO   REGULATIONS   FOR   INSPECTION   AND    QUARANTINE 
OF  IMPORTED   ANIMALS. 

Amendment  1  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  180,  "Regulations  for  the  Inspection  and  Quaran- 
tine of  Horses,  Cattle,  Sheep,  and  other  Animals  Imported  into  the  United  States," 
amending  regulation  3,  has  been  issued,  requiring  that  all  horses  imported  into  the 
United  States  from  any  part  of  the  world  except  North  America  shall  be  accompanied 
by  certificates  and  affidavits  the  same  as  are  required  for  cattle,  sheep,  other  ruminants, 
and  swine.  This  amendment  also  provides  for  the  handling  of  hay,  straw,  or  other 
forage  which  accompanies  shipments  of  horses  from  the  countries  of  continental 
Europe. 


FEEDING    STATION    AT    TEMPLE,  TEX.,  FOR    NONINFECTED     CATTLE. 

Under  the  provisions  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  187  (p.  10)  and  regulation  15  of  amendment 
4  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  143,  for  preventing  the  spread  of  splenetic,  southern,  or  Texas  fever 
in  cattle,  the  stockyards  of  the  Gulf,  Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  Co.  at  Temple, 
Tex.,  are  recognized  as  noninfectious  pens  for  unloading  noninfected  cattle  en  route 
for  rest,  water,  and  feeding.
